Policemen are warned not to fire warn­ 
ing shots because of several possibilities. 
Such shots might provoke an attack, or may 
make the su*pect submit to arrest. 
But if the suspect ha* <»n accomplice, 
especially on the outside of a place being 
burglarized 
the police officer most likely 
find* himself in the middle of cros-dire 
Hi* 
life would be endangered 
Warning shot* also might be dancer- 
on* to innocent bvstanders. \ person in a 
second *>(orv might be hit by shots fired 
in the air. Persons far from the siene 
mlrht he hit. 
So, as a general rule, warning shots 
should not be fired 
Police say such shots 
rarely bring surrender. 
But 
Patrolman 
Edinger gave the sus­ 
pected burglar many chances Hr announced 
he was a police officer. He a.*kcd I he »us- 
pect to give up 
All this happened in a fen seconds 


. . . fractions of se«ond%, perhaps. Then 


the policeman was assailed b\ a sharp 
report and shattered glass. Had the m i s - 
poet fired at him? His third shut felled 
the burglar. I ater the policeman learned 
the glass had been shatteied bv a thrown 
hammer. 
All thi* was not a tv script carefully 
thought out in advance. It was a matter of 
quick thinkinc. in split seconds, a case of the 
p •liceman'* life or the burglar's. 
Patrolman Edinger is a well disciplined 
officer with long years of thorough training, 
especially when a military policcman in the 
Army He had more than five years’ service 
as a Pott.stown patrolman under his belt. 
If he larked anythin*, it was some 
basic training here, because he came on 
duty Julv t, IM0 before the present in 
tensi\e training w as inaugurated, lie is a 
high school graduate (Koyertown), and 
a veteran of three years \rmy \er\ice. 
He trained at I t. Jackson, Ft. (¿onion, 
was in Korea, Okinawa. Japan. Ilong 
Kong and Hawaii. 
He hold* six training diplomas, among 
them for completing courses in sex crime, 
burglary, larceny and the like. He was one 
of the recent graduates to get diplomas last 
week from a State police 40 hour school. 
So he was not a green rookie 
He wa* 
remarkabk cool in the face of danger 
Patrolman 
Edinger 
needs 
community 
support today No law officer enjoys killing 
a suspect. Patrolman Edinger feels deeply 
sympathetic toward the dead man and his 
family. 
But he had a duty to perform. He did 
it. 
He 
didn't 
recognize 
the 
suspect 
burglarizing 
the 
gasoline 
station, 
al­ 
though he arrested him on several counts 
before, lie knew the hurglar as a crim ­ 
inal; yet he couldn't see until after the 
fatal shot who the criminal 
was. 
lie 
merely was protecting private property, 
and the public. That's his sworn joh. 
In hi* sorrow. Patrolman Edinger was 
given notes of confidence from fellow law 
officers in the vicinity. Older heads in the 
law enforcement business told him now he 
must realize this was his job all along. 
A week ago, during a rash of burglar­ 
ies. Potts town wondered: "Where were 
the police?" The question was critical, 
for it implied police were not doing thrir 
duty. 
Now that Pottstown police have showed 
that they will protect private property and 
lives, even at the risk of their lives, the 
community at large should commend the 
man who never flinched when put to the 
test.

China rapped the United Na­ 
tions again Sunday calling it an 
American tool and
